The  daring  young  girl  who  Broom 
plisbed  the  climb  socoWully  ia  only  15 
ream  old.  She  made  tb*i  trip  early  in 
September  Her  sneeres  ia  owing  chiefly 
to  her  trusty  guide,  Tom  Wataon  of 
Sisson,  a  moimtainetr  whoa**  akill  ia 
known  to  all  frequent*  re  of  the  region 


wt»  iiatths  cau>*  rll. 
about  Mount  Shasta.  B*-«*l*i»  Wataon 
aud  Miss  Caldwell,  G.  D.  So m merman 
and  Maurer  Charles  Mills  of  Si**oa  wears 
in  the  party. 

The  party  left  Simon  on  the  3d  of 
September,  going  by  way  of  Squaw 
valley  and  reaching  the  old  Mountain 
Hoose  at  4  p  t u.  Jolly  Tom  Wataoo 
knew  every  step  of  the  way  from  Siason 
to  th©  summit;  For  over  15  year*  he 
baa  been  over  those  road#  and  trails 
doaena  cf  times  every  summer 

At  the  old  Mountain  House  all  passed 
a  comfortable  night,  and  the  next 
morning  they  were  astir  early  and  off 
nu  the  trail  hy  6  o’clock:  They  traveled 
all  that  day  over  rough  ridges  and  up 
mnuntuin  path*  and  reached  the  upper 
limit  of  the  timber  belt  abont  sunset 
There  they  camped  by  a  stream  of  clear 
and  cold  snow  water.  Every  one  had  a 
ravenous  appetite,  and  every  one  was 
tired  out  But  they  built  a  rousing 
campfire  and  stood  watch  by  turn  to 
guard  tbe  camp  against  four  footed 
night  jjrowlera.  It  grew  frightfully  cold 
before  morning  dawned,  and  all  tbe 
blankets  in  stork^were  in  great  demand. 
But  all  rested  well  and  had  wolfish  de¬ 
sires  for  the  coffee  and  bam  that  fur¬ 
nished  their  breakfast. 

Long  befrre  "sun  up,”  as  every  one 
in  tbe  mountains  calls  dawn,  they  were 
again  on  their  way.  up,  up,  up.  There 
was  snow  everywhere,  aud  traveling 
over  it  was  not  tbe  greatest  sport  in  tbe 
world.  Walton  guided  the  party  around 
the  east  side  of  th©  mountain  and 
through  tbe  deep  gap  known  as  Mud 
Cif»k  canyon.  Tbe  air  was  delightful 
and  tbe  sconeTy  superb.  Watson  is  a 
cheery  companion,  fjll  of  jokes  aud 
quips  and  turns  and  stones  of  mountain 
doings.  Tbe  travelers  nearly  forgot  they 
were  mountain  climhi-jg  when  suddenly 
Lunch  rock  was  at  hand.  This  rock  is  a 
massive  piece  of  granite  that  overhangs 
a  perpendicular  cliff  thousands  of  feet 
high.  It  is  a  charming  spot,  with  mag¬ 
nificent  glimpses  of  the  great  valley 
stretched  out  far  below. 

After  lunch  tho  journey  was  resumed. 
Heavenward  the  party  toiled.  Steeper 
aud  more  jagged  tho  rocks  became  as 
tbe  summit  drew  Dearer.  Then  the  ice 
field,  fully  a  mile  in  extent,  was  crossed, 
and  beyond' were  tbe  Lot  springs.  From 
the  springs  to  the  summit  is  only  300 
yards,  but  the  incline  is  the  steepest  at 
the  whole  trip  Plucky  Min  Caldwell 
sever  flinched,  although  there  were 
places  where  a  single  nysstep  of  the 
faithful  old  bone  meant  death  for  horse 
and  rider  down  deep  in  the  precipitous 
canyon  thousands  of  f  jet  below. 

This  last  climb  is  over  wbat  is  known 
as  “tbe  pinnacle,”  on  which  stands  the 
monument  put  there  by  the  coast  and 
geodetio  survey  15  years  ago.  It  is  a 
monument  of  cut  stone  and  was  all  oar- 
ried  up  the  mountain  side  by  Indiana 
Mr.  Sissou,  the  contractor  for  that  task, 
charged  «  mountain  freight  rate  of  90 
cents  a  pound.  At  just  3  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  Sept  4  the  summit  waa  at¬ 
tained  at  last.  The  guide  and  Master 
Mills  gave  three  cheers  for  the  plucky 
girl  who  bad  beaten  all  records  by  rid¬ 
ing  to  bhusta's  crest.  They  cheered  tbe 
horse,  tou,  but  he  didn't  seem  to  appre¬ 
ciate  the  glory  and  looked  very  much  as 
though  he  wished  be  was  safe  home 
again. — Ban  Francisco  Examiner.

Aprons  In  Holland. 

An  apron  of  fine,  creamy  hoi  laud, 
wbii  b  yon  can  gel  just  a  yard  wide  and 
of  which  Jim  will  t-Uy  k quire  s  single 
yard,  as  th.  depth  of  the  skirt  need  not 
exceed  37  inches,  and  your  remaining 
quarter  of  material  will  serve  for  the 
bib,  !»  pretty  for  house  wear.  Nothing 
could  be  easier  than  tbe  manufacture  of 
the  skirt  part,  which  has  a  fairly  wide 
hem  at  the  bottom  and  sides  and 
gathered  somewhat  finely  st  tbe  waist 
into  the  baud.  By  way  of  trimming, 
put  at  the  bottom  of  the  akin  three 
bands  of  fashionable  grass  lawn.  You 
must  choose  a  very  open  pattern,  as 
there  ia  to  be  a  running  of  ribbon  be¬ 
neath.  Stitch  these  on  at  intervals  of 
abont  li*  inches,  stoning  just  that 
depth  above  the  hesn.  Two  and  a  half 
yards  of  lawn,  including  a  strip  for  the 
bib.  will  be  enough,  reckoning  that 
your  bands  of  insertion  dig  not  extend 
over  the  wide  hems  on  each  aide. 

You  must  cut  away  the  holiand  be¬ 
neath  the  bands  afterward,  and  when  It 
is  tidily  hemmed  back  ioaen  a  bright 
cherry  colored  ribbon,  which  is  drawn 
forth  at  each  end  in  a  smart  rosette. 
The  bib  is  cut  in  three  points.  The  oen- 
ter  point  is  formed  of  the  lawn,  folded 
over  at  the  top  to  produce  the  triangu¬ 
lar  effect,  and  beneath  it  runs  the  cher¬ 
ry  colored  ribbon  to  match  tbe  skirt.  A 
pretty  finish  is  afforded  by  the  pair  of  ro-‘ 
settea  on  the  corners  of  tbe  bih  These 
are  made  of  ribbon  of  exactly  the  same 
hue,  but  only  an  inch  wide.  You  will 
want  a  yard  of  ribbon  for  each  rosette 
and  a  third  of  a  yard  to  make  the 
straps,  starting  from  them  and  meeting 
in  the  center  of  tbe  back.  This  holiand 
apron,  with  iu  lawn  insert  loos  aud 
cheerful  ribbons,  will  he  a  very  natty 
little  garment  with  which  to  conoeal  a 
shabby  gown  on  a  dull  or  dark  day. — 
Philadelphia  Telegraph. 


Tight  Sleeve* 

It  is  in  the  French  dinner  bodices 
that  one  sees  the  quite  tight  sleeves,  but 
these  are  generally  of  laoe,  monsseline 
de  soie  0£  chiffon,  raffled  from  shoulder 
to  wrisOhowing  the  arm  through  their 
transparency  and  being  finished  at  the 
armhole  with  raffles  of  lace,  chiffon  or 
ribbon.  A  fine  example  is  of  mauve 
moosseline  de  sole,  accordion  plaited 
over  Bilk  and  having  tight  sleeves  of 
brassels  lace  falling  down  even  over  the 
wrist  in  the  fashion  made  noticeable  by 
Sarah  Bernhardt,  With  this  was  a  ber¬ 
tha  of  brassels  lace,  doable  ruffles  of  the 
monsseline  de  soie  over  the  Bhoalders, 
and  tbe  decolletage  was  trimmed  with 
bunches  of  purple  and  pink  orchids 
This  radiant  bodice  was  worn  with  a 
skirt  of  manve  and  pink  shaded  moire, 
varied  on  different  occasions  by  a  skirt 
of  white  satin  or  one  of  black,  so  that 
it  quite  took  the  plaoe  of  throe  gowns 
instead  of  one. 

Tbe  black  shirt  with  a  light  bodice  is, 
however,  no  longer  considered  the  proper 
thing  for  evening  wear,  unless,  indeed, 
the  wearer  is  going  to  a  party  on  tbe 
street  cars  instead  of  taking  a  carriage. 
For  the  most  part,  black  skirts  should 
have  black  or  black  and  white  bodices 
for  evening  wear.  At  any  rate,  tbe  main 
feature  should  be  black,  even  if  bright¬ 
ened  by  other  ooJors.  You  can  see  for 
yourselves  how  rational  all  this  ia  A 
singularly  handsome  evening  bodice 
made  in  black  accordion  plaited  chiffon 
over  geranium  red  satin  had  transparent 
tight  fitting  sleeves  of  the  chiffon  to  the 
wrist  Folds  of  red  velvet  and  Jet  pas¬ 
sementerie  outlined  tbe  decolletage,  and 
the  whole  effect — though  somewhat 
Mephistophelean,  I  grant  you — was  ex¬ 
tremely  smart  and  fetching.

Tbe  first  consignmenU  of  sealskins 
reached  London,  uow  the  greatest  mar¬ 
ket  and  distributing  center  cf  tbe 
world's  yearly  crop  of  for,  a  few  weeks 
since,  but  the  sales  a re  not  likely  to  be 
held  before  December.  Although  the 
skins  from  British  Columbia  and  the 
Bering  sea,  as  well  as  from  the  Pri- 
bilof  and  Copper  islands,  ars  mooli 
smaller  than  those  of  last  year,  it  is 
quite  possible  that  prices  will  not  bs 
raised  in  proportion  to  tbe  depreciated 
catch.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  faot 
that  what  is  called  electric  seal  has 
found  its  way  into  common  use  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  value  of  true  sealskin 
has  become  lessened  in  tbe  eyes  of 
furriers'  fair  customers.

The  skins  are  first 
dressed  to  obtain  pliability  and  softness, 
the  cent  afterwurd  passing  under  a  ids 
chine  of  extraordinary  delicacy,  which 
abeam  down  the  stronger  and  ooarser 
hairs,  giving  at  the  same  time  a  soft¬ 
ness  and  “fiow”  to  whut  is  left.  The 
dyeing  is  skillfully  managed  to  give  art¬ 
ful  gradations  of  golden  brown  under 
tbe  surface,  while  tbe  final  stage  at 
manipulation  is  assisted  by  electricity, 
really  marvelous  machinery  removing 
any  undesirably  stiff  hairs  that  may 
have  been  left  by  the  first  machine.  It 
is  curious  that  only  tbe  akin  of  the  do¬ 
mestic  rabbit  can  be  so  treated. 

I  am  told  by  one  wle»  ought  to  know 
that  sable  and  ermine,  as  well  as  chin¬ 
chilla.  will  this  coming  season  dispute 
tbe  sapremaey  of  sealskin.  No  success¬ 
ful  imitation  of  the  rare  Russian  sables 
bas  yet  been  found,  and  It  is  likely  that 
these  beautiful  skins  will  bring  a  mors 
exorbitant  price  than  ever  this  year. — 
Loudon  Letter. 

Olrla  Who  Attempt  Suit-id*. 

A  clever  doctor  baa  declared  that  tbe 
only  natural  death  is  that  caused  by  old 
age.  All  others  are  by  accident  or 
cidh.  Girls  who  shudder  at  tbe  thought 
of  aelf  destruction,  who  would  turn 
with  loathing  from  man  or  woman  who 
bad  attempted  suicide,  are  nevertheless 
frequently  guilty  of  the  some  crime.

“Nothing 
hurts  me"  oannot  be  said  truthfully  by 
any  one,  no  matter  how  robust  Tbe 
fart  that  confirmed  invalids  often  out- 
live  members  of  their  families  who  have 
always  enjoyed  perfect  health  is  well 
known  and  is  readily  accounted  for  by 
the  care  which  invalids  take  of  them¬ 
selves. 

Certain  chronic  diseases  are  said  to 
prolong  life  because  they  tend  to  make 
the  sufferers  abstain  from  customary 
follies.  Perhaps  the  most  reckless  of  all 
persons  are  those  who  have  every  reason 
to  think  that  they  may  some  day  have 
consumption.

Now  there  are  no  fewer  than  60 
women  in  the  municipal  building.  The 
woman  draftsman  has  planned  sewers 
and  other  city  constructions,  and  her 
work  is  in  every  way  equal  to  that  of 
the  men.  The  hours  of  all  these  women 
are  easy  and  the  pay  is  very  good,  run¬ 
ning  from  $800  to  $1,300  for  stenogra¬ 
phers  to  $3, 600  to  women  skilled  in  en¬ 
gineering  or  architecture.
